WHEREAS, following the Louisiana Purchase in 1803, federal law required citizens of a
newly admitted territory to apply to congress for statehood, and the admission of the Orleans
Territory as the 18th state followed years of lobbying efforts by prominent citizens, both
American and Creole (French-speaking Catholics); and

WHEREAS, Finally in 1811, Democratic President James Madison signed the bill
allowing the people of Louisiana to form a state constitution and following the state
constitutional convention in New Orleans, on April 14, 1812 President Madison signed the bill
approving statehood and the bill designated April 30, 1812 as the day of formal admission; and

WHEREAS, two hundred years after statchood, Louisiana remains one of the most
distinctive states in the union with the state's rich Creole heritage that is evident in the use of the

City Council Meeting as follows:

ORDINANCE NUMBER 001 OF 2012

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND AND REENACT SECTION
1L (K) (4) (n) (5) (2) OF APPENDIX B OF THE CODE OF
ORDINANCES, TO PROVIDE FOR A DEFINITION OF
“GARAGE SALE”, PROVIDING FOR ADVERTISING,
FURTHER PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY, AND
FURTHER PROVIDING FOR A REPEALER AND
EFFECTIVE DATE OF ORDINANCE

WHEREAS, the City of Natchitoches provides for the comprehensive regulation, by
districts or zones for the uses of buildings, structures and land and regulates the uses of land
building and structures, and the regulation of non-conforming uses in Appendix B to the Code of
Ordinances of the City of Natchitoches, Louisiana; and

WHEREAS FURTHER, the City of Natchitoches provides for regulations for the
placement of temporary signs both on premises and off premises in Appendix B of the Code of
Ordinances of the City of Natchitoches, specifically at Section 111, subsection K, On-premise and
off-premise signs; and

WHEREAS FURTHER, Section III, Subsection (K) of Appendix B of the Code of
Ordinances of the City of Natchitoches, Louisiana, has recently been reviewed by the Director of
the Planning and Zoning Department for the City of Natchitoches, and the Director has made
certain recommendations to the City Council of the City of Natchitoches for the amendment of
the temporary sign requirements; and

WHEREAS FURTHER, after a review of problems being encountered by the Director
while attempting to apply the existing requirements, the Director of the Planning and Zoning
Department for the City of Natchitoches does recommend that the above subsection be amended
to provide for a definition of the phrase “rummage and garage sales” as set forth in this
Ordinance, and the City Council of the City of Natchitoches is of the opinion that it is in the best
interest of the City of Natchitoches and its citizens to amend Appendix B of the Code of
Ordinances to implement the changes suggested by the Director; and

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED by the City Council of the City of
Natchitoches, Louisiana, as follows:

SECTION 1. Appendix B, Section III, Subsection (K), On-premise and off-premise
signs, Subsection (4) (n) (5) (a) is hereby amended and reenacted to read as follows:

“a. Identifying the location of rummage and garage sales. For the

purpose of this Section a “garage sale” or “rummage sale” shall

mean a sale of movable property held on a premises that is zoned

residential.”

SECTION 2. All Ordinances or parts of Ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby
repealed.

SECTION 3. If any portion of this Ordinance is declared to be invalid or
unconstitutional in any manner, the invalidity shall be limited to that particular section or
provision, and shall not affect the remaining portions of the ordinance, which shall remain valid
and enforceable, it being the intention of the City Council that each separate provision shall be
deemed independent of all other provisions herein.

SECTION 4. This Ordinance shall go into effect upon publication and in accordance
with law.




Mayor Pro Tempore asked if there was any discussion on this Ordinance. Mr. Nielsen said there
is a misuse of signs and a lot of times they are not picked up. One particular business had signs
up all over town and it is time for the City to pay attention to the cleanliness and beautification of
the City.

Mr. McCain added this may be timely to warn or recognize the political candidates who put their
signs in the right-of-way which is a violation of the City ordinance.

Mrs. Fowler affirmed that it is a violation and a lot of signs are being placed within the right-of-
way and she wants the City to specifically define the right-of-way. Ms. Fowler stated that this
ordinance was spurred by a commercial business that was inquiring as to where they could put
their signs. She replied to the business that off-premise signs were prohibited. Off-premise
signs are those that are placed in places where the business is not located. Every commercial
establishment has a right to have signage on their location but the City made a clear-cut decision
to eliminate off-premise signage to reduce the proliferation of signs across the City. Mrs. Fowler
that the particular sign that was put up done so that it was obvious that it was an attempt to skirt
the ordinance was a rummage sale sign that advertised a business phone number. So, to make it
clear that those kinds of signs are not acceptable, this definition of rummage sale would take care
of that. Tt will say that a rummage sale is something done on residential property not on
commercial property. She continued to say all that the City is trying to do is have some
uniformity in the application of the ordinance, giving commercial businesses a chance to
advertise but not overdoing it. They can have a pole sign or monument sign and signage on their
building.

Ms. Morrow stated that the signs need to be cleaned up everywhere and not just talk about
political signs. Mrs. Fowler said that all season long, even with political signs, a majority of
time getting the persons putting up signs to back them up and to honor the regulations even in the
Historic District which limits the size of the signs. Mr. Braxton spends so much time keeping
signs off of right-of-ways and off poles. In the City ordinance itself there is a section that says
that no signs like that are allowed in the right-of-way.

We wish to thank you, Training Office Tommy Spradlin, Water Superintendent Dwane Steadmen and others for the
cooperation given to us during our recent survey. We have completed our evaluation of the Public Fire Protection
Classification for the City of Natchitoches and wish to advise that Class 2 continues to apply for residential and
commercial properties.

Properties, except those individually rated commercial properties, located within the boundaries of the City of
Natchitoches which are within seven road miles of a recognized fire station and within 1,000 feet of a standard fire
hydrant, if required, will continue to receive Class 2 rates.

For your reference and use, attached is a copy of the Classification Details and Rating Impact Statements. The
Classification Details sheets display the score received for each graded category. The Rating Impact Statements lst
areas that are in need of improvement and areas that should continue to receive attention. Where the maximum score
was attained, current activities should be continued to avoid a negative impact on any future grading. In addition, other
activities are listed that could improve the grading on items where less than the maximum score was attained. Also
attached is a copy of the Hydrant Flow Data Summary.

The survey was conducted under the authority of R.S. 22:1460. The purpose of the survey was to gather information
to determine the proper Public Fire Protection Classification for the City of Natchitoches. This Classification will be
used by member companies of the P.|.A.L. to develop fire insurance premiums. It was not conducted for property loss
prevention nor life safety purposes. Nothing in the survey, whether expressed or implied should be taken as a
comment, evaluation, observation, critique or statement concerning property loss prevention or life safety matters, for
such concerns are beyond the scope of the survey and the authority, duties and responsibilities of the Property
Insurance Association of Louisiana.

If you have any questions concerning the Classification, we would be pleased to hear from you.

In closing, we request that you keep our office informed when there is a significant change in your Fire District. This
includes such information as: change in Fire Chief, change in maifing address, change in telephone number, change in
the service area boundaries, or other vitai information effecting your district. Upgrades can be made to this grading
with a written detailed description of the improvements. THE TIME LIMIT FOR MAKING IMPROVEMENTS TO THIS
GRADING IS 6 MONTHS FROM THE DATE OF THIS LETTER. AFTER THAT TIME A NEW SURVEY WILL BE
REQUIRED FOR A CLASS CHANGE. Only tangible improvements {purchase of equipment, increased water shuttle,
etc.) will be considered. Deficiencies in historical areas (apparatus response, testing, training, etc.) will be addressed

at your next grading.

Mr. Pat Jones then presented the financial report. He stated that in the council packets he has a
status report as of November 30, 2011. As far as the general fund, we are at 48% of our
expenditures and 50% of the year elapsed as of November 30" In accordance with other years,
the City is on target. The Ultility Fund, the same, we are at 47% of our budget and 50% of the
year elapsed. So, are far as expenditures go, we are on target, however, this does not include
December’s high expenditures which include overtime. We are in the process of closing
December and will have an update at the upcoming meeting. The sales tax collections for the
month of November we were down from the previous year by 1.38% however year-to-date we
are still showing an increase for this fiscal year by 5.20%. The Natchitoches economy is still
showing strong. At the last council meeting, the auditors gave their report and we had no audit
findings this year and would like to commend the staff and department heads for their hard work
in achieving this goal.

Mr. McCain inquired as to why the community development, fire and police were all over
budget. Mr. Jones replied that community development was over budget because of the supplies
and equipment for the Christmas Festival and we had not received the reimbursement for one-
half of John Harris, Dee salaries and flowers from HDDC and have now. The police was over
due to fuel costs and that was one thing we looked at and will look at the December report to
determine what needs to be done as far as cutting back or any adjustments. Mr. Jones stated that
he will report at the next meeting regarding the fire department. The recreation is always higher
at this time of year because we picked up most of the football, baseball and now basketball. The
summer salaries is why recreation is a little high.

Ms. Morrow inquired as to how many employees John Harris has? Mr. Jones responded one
full-time person and then the carpenters, Doug and Charles and one or two student workers that
are part-time that prepare for the Fall and Christmas festival displays.

Ms. Shirley Small Roque stated that a previous discussion regarding the Virginia Baker Park.
She stated that this park was started in August and it is now January 2012, How has this project
impacted the community development budget?

MTr. Jones stated that the park is budget in a separate fund and not coming under the general fund
and that is not saying that community development did not put flowers or landscaping and the
park itself is under a separate fund which the City, HDDC and Cane River Heritage Commission
were jointly funding that. So that really would not have very much effect on the community
development budget.

Ms. Morrow stated this project needs to come to a close.

Mr. Mims asked if there was any further discussion on the budget and there being none he called
upon Mr. Wimberly for a utility report. Mr. Wimberly stated that there is no report at this time.
Chief Boyd was not present at the meeting for a report.

Mr. Payne asked if we are still pumping for a water supply and Mr. Wimberly replied that we are
no longer pumping. As of last week, the City is 19” below pool stage and with today’s rain we
should risen considerably and the water level is progressively improving and that it has been
about five weeks that we have not been pumping.

Councilman Nielsen referred to the report from the Property Insurance Association of Louisiana
and that we have maintained our Class 2 rating which helps all the citizens on our insurance

rates. He commended the fire depart.

Councilman Payne also commended Dwane Steadman and the water department.

Councilman McCain asked Mr. Wimberly what is an “active™ potable water mixing system?

Mr. Wimberly replied that they noticed that this summer, after many years of the existence of the
elevated tank, that because of the excessive and duration of the hot weather, we are achieving
stratification of the water in that tank. Chlorine that is put into the water 1s being heated up in
that bowl is not volatized at all. We have seen a greater demand on our system and at certain
times we are pulling that tank down to where water is less chlorinated than what is required by
our regulations. So this is simply a mixing device that sits in the tank and stirs the water. Mixes
the incoming chlorinated water with the water that has been there for several hours or more so
what we have a uniform consistency of the water that is coming out of the tank. It is a mixture
that goes into the tank itself.
